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The  Story  of  a  New  (But  Very  Good) 
Delegation  to  the  North  Carolina  Student  Legislature 


Ten  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
students  were  recently  named  the 
most  outstanding  small  school 
delegation  at  the  annual  legislative 
session  of  the  North  Carolina  Stu- 
dent Legislature. 

Wake  Forest  University  and 
Davidson  College  were  among  the 
28  schools  in  the  small  school 
classification  (enrollment  of  4500  or 
less).  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  38- 
year  history  of  the  North  Carolina 
Student  Legislature  that  a  new 
delegation  had  won  the  award. 

The  NCSL  functions  as  a  model 
legislature  based  on  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina. 
Delegations  propose  legislation 
which  pass  both  Houses  are  routine- 
ly distributed  to  members  of  the 
General  Assembly.  "We  have  a  very 
good  working  relationship  with  the 
General  Assembly,"  explained  Tom 
Fenton,  LR  delegation  chairperson, 
"especially  since  more  than  half  of 
its  members  were  NCSL  delegates 
as  undergraduates.  About  40  per 
cent  of  the  NCSL  legislation  is 
enacted  into  law  by  the  General 
Assembly  within  five  years." 

Although  Lenoir  Rhyne  had  had 
an  active  delegation  to  the  NCSL  for 
many  years,  its  last  representation 
was  in  1969. The newdelegation  was 
formed  after  NCSL  officials  con- 
tacted Fenton  last  summer. 

The  NCSL  officials  had  been 
referred  to  Fenton,  a  senior  from 
Freeport,  Illinois,  by  leaders  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  student  government. 
"The  SGA,"  said  Fenton,  "thought 
that  there  would  be  little  interest  on 
our  campus.  On  the  surface,  the 
SGA  may  have  been  right.  But  I 
knew  that  interest  in  politics  and 
government  was  there,  it  just  didn't 
have  an  outlet."  Neither  the  college 
Republicans,  the  Young  Democrats 
nor  nonpartisan  groups  like  Ralph 
Nader's  public  interest  research 
groups,  have  LR  chapters. 
Summer  Workshop

Summer  Workshop  in  Greensboro, 
and  came  back  very  impressed. 
"Everyone  at  the  workshop  seemed 
very  committed  and  very  excited 
about  what  they  were  doing,  and 
that  is  what  convinced  me  to 
organize  a  delegation  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne." 

Nevertheless,  Fenton  faced  some 
standard  problems:  no  members,  no 
experience  and  no  money.  A  series 
of  organizational  meetings  held  in 
September  produced  a  solid 
nucleus  of  about  seven  members, 
and  the  NCSL  issued  the  group  a 
charter  on  September  25. 

"As  a  new  delegation,  I  felt  it  was 
very  important  for  us  to  be  active 
during  the  first  semester,"  explained 
Fenton.  Each  NCSL  delegation  can 
bring  two  bills  to  the  legislative  ses- 
sion, held  each  March  in  Raleigh. 
The  delegation  selected  its  bill 
topics  in  early  October  and  began 
research.  By  November,  it  had  com- 
pleted the  first  draft  of  a  bill  restoring 
a  privilege  of  confidentiality  to 
newsmen.  "None  of  us  had  ever 
written  a  bill  before,  and  as  a  result 
we  were  all  apprehensive.  Confiden- 
tiality is  a  complex  issue.  We  weren't 
certain  how  to  tackle  it.  But  after  two 


hours  of  brainstorming  we  decided 
how  to  handle  the  subject  matter, 
and  the  bill  was  written."  Although 
there  were  a  few  stylistic  changes, 
the  substance  of  the  bill  remained  as 
it  had  been  on  the  first  draft:  later  it 
was  recognized  by  the  NCSL  as  one 
of  the  two  best  bills  prepared  by 
small  schools.  A  second  bill,  dealing 
with  voting  rights  for  college 
students,  was  written  in  January. 
Both  passed  each  House  at  the 
legislative  session. 

Although  as  many  as  twenty-four 
students  were  involved  in  writing  the 
two  bills,  participation  in  other  co- 
curricular  activities  and  the  fear  of 
missing  three  days  of  classes  limited 
the  size  of  the  delegation  to  ten.  In 
addition  to  Fenton,  delegates  in- 
cluded Alice  Hughey,  delegation 
vice-chairperson;  Jason  Burns, 
Milton  Brown,  Steve  Deal,  Doug 
Fisher,  Theron  Giles,  Adrianne 
Pleger,  Lorelei  Pritchard  and  Penny 
White. 

Little  Experience 

Of  the  delegates,  only  Fenton  had 
any  experience  in  public  speaking, 
and  few  had  more  than  a  basic 
knowledge  of  parliamentary 
procedure.  Only  Miss  Hughey  had 
ever  attended  a  political  convention, 
but  Miss  Pleger  and  Miss  Pritchard 
had  worked  in  state  legislatures  dur- 
ing the  Interim.  None  had  ever 
attended  an  NCSL  session. 

The  delegation  spent  February 
and  March  working  on  what  they 
thought  might  be  their  weak  points 
at  the  session.  They  helped  each 
other  master  parliamentary 
procedure  during  LR  delegation 
meetings.  They  debated  bills 
prepared  by  other  schools.  They 
continued  to  research  their  bills. 
"We  did  our  homework,"  says  Fen- 
ton, "and  it  was  very  obvious  to 
everyone  at  the  session  we  knew 
what  we  were  doing.  They  forgot  we 
were  a  new  school;  they  forgot  that 
none  of  us  had  ever  attended  an 
NCSL  session."

At  the  close  of  the  session,  Fenton 
was  voted  by  the  NCSL  House  of 
Representatives  as  its  best  in- 
dividual speaker.  "We  expected  to 
be  named  best  new  delegation,"  said 
Fenton,  "so  when  Pembroke  State 
University  was  named  the  winner  of 
that  award  most  everyone  was  dis- 
appointed. The  small  school  award 
came  as  a  total  surprise,  but  every 
member  of  the  delegation  had  done 
his/her  part." 

Funding 

The  delegation  was  financed  by  a 
number  of  campus  sources.  As  a 
new  organization,  it  had  to  depend 


on  allocations  from  discretionary 
funds.  "Any  place  there  was  a  mis- 
cellaneous line  item  listed,  we  tried 
to  obtain  part  of  those  funds,"  said 
Fenton.  Eventually,  the  student 
government  allocated  the  group 
$1050,  which  was  augmented  by 
funds  from  the  History  and  Political 
Science  Departments,  the  Office  of 
the  Dean  of  the  College,  and  a  $200 
donation  from  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. 

The  delegation  feels  that  it  learned 
a  great  deal  from  its  NCSL  ex- 
periences. Through  its  procedures, 
NCSL  delegates  learn  first  hand  the 
operation  of  governments  at  all 
levels  and  of  the  necessity  for  com- 


promise. Through  the  study  of 
legislation  the  delegates  learn  about 
the  problems  facing  the  state  of 
North  Carolina.  And  from  its  total 
experience,  they  learn  of  the 
necessity  for  citizens  to  be  actively 
concerned  with  what  occurs  in 
government. 

In  addition  to  their  NCSL  ac- 
tivities, the  delegates  heard  ad- 
dresses by  Gov.  James  Holshouser, 
Lt.  Gov.  James  Hunt,  Atty.  Gen. 
Rufus  Edmisten,  Speaker  of  the  N. 
C.  House  James  Green,  and  Com- 
missionor  of  Insurance  Ralph  In- 
gram. All  are  former  NCSL 
delegates. 


uOne  of  One  ThousancTProgram  is  Working 


Initial  reports  from  the  leaders  of  the  ONE 
OF  ONE  THOUSAND  phase  of  the  1975 
Loyalty  Fund  indicates  that  the  program  is 
working  and  that  the  campaign  is  on  schedule 
toward  its  goal  of  enlisting  1000  Century  Club 
members. 

On  April  1,  Loyalty  Fund  chairman  Charles 
Snipes  '58  reported  that  over  260  alumni  and 
friends  had  committed  a  contribution  of  $100 
or  more  in  unrestricted  support  to  the  College 
in  1975. 

The  kick-off  for  the  ONE  OF  ONE  THOU- 
SAND program  began  on  March  10  and  will 
be  successfully  concluded  on  June  15. 
Following  this  first  phase,  phase  II  will  run 
through  September  30  and  will  involve  the 
soliciting  of  previous  Loyalty  Fund  donors  for 
gifts  of  less  than  $100.

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a  general  wrap-up  with  all  alumni  who  have 
not  yet  contributed  in  the  first  two  phases. 
The  campaign  will  close  on  December  31. 

"While  we  realize  that  we  have  a  long  way  to 
go  in  meeting  our  $200,000  goal  for  this  year, 
we  are  very  encouraged  by  the  response  thus 
far,"  Snipes  said.  "We  know  that  Lenoir  Rhyne 
is  a  good  cause  and  she  has  touched  the  lives 
of  many  people  —  both  alumni  and  friends. 
We  now  have  an  opportunity  to  express  our 
concern  and  out  interest  in  preserving  this 
great  educational  program  for  future 
generations.  We  are  grateful  to  our  leaders 
and  donors  who  have  committed  themselves 
thus  far  to  making  this  campaign  a  success!" 

Over  100  leaders  in  some  65  communities 
have  been  named  to  assist  in  meeting  the 
goals  of  the  individual  communities.  Ad- 
ditional leaders  will  be  announced  forsomeof 
the  out-of-state  areas  within  the  near  future.

ALUMNI  VIEWS 


'After  all,  it's  your  Association  . . ."

It  occurred  to  us  recently  that  as  we  get 
"wrapped  up"  in  our  day-to-day  routine,  we 
may  not  be  keeping  you  —  Mr.  Average  Alum- 
nus —  as  informed  as  we  ought  regarding  the 
general  operation  and  activities  of  your 
Association. 

After  all,  if  you  haven't  attended  an  annual 
meeting  recently,  you  probably  haven't  had 
much  opportunity  to  see  just  how  the 
Association  operates,  or  maybe  put  in  more 
precise  terms  —  "if  the  Association  is 
operating."  To  the  later  statement,  we  can 
most  emphatically  respond  —  "Oh,  it's 
operating  all  right!  All  one  needs  to  do  is  to 
follow  some  of  the  personnel  in  alumni  office 
around  for  a  day  or  so  and  there  is  no  doubt..!" 

Let's  simply  'ramble'  through  some  of  the 
Association  projects  and  give  you  some  idea 
of  what  is  happening  within  the  organization 
under  the  excellent  leadership  of  Dr.  Phil 
Barringer  '38  of  Monroe,  this  year's  president. 

LOYALTY  FUND 

Probably,  the  most  effective  project  of  the 
Association  in  recent  years  has  been  the 
Loyalty  Fund.  And  you  have  an  opportunity  in 
this  issue  of  PROFILE  to  see  that  alumni  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  what  is  happening  in 
this  area.  (By  the  way,  we  are  extremely  pleas- 
ed with  the  progress  of  the'75  campaign  and 
our  hats  are  off  to  Charles  Snipes  and  his 
leaders  for  what's  happening  in  the  ONE  OF 
ONE  THOUSAND  phase  —  are  you  ONE?) 

Actually,  it  is  the  Loyalty  Fund  participation 
that  determines  the  operating  budget  since 
the  Association  receives  $2  for  each  alumni 
contribution.  For  example,  in  1974  we  had 
2030  alumni  contributors  which  puts  $4,060 
into  the  treasury. 

EXPENDITURES 

How  are  these  funds  expended?  In  today's 
economy,  one  doesn't  have  to  look  far  to  find 
a  place  to  spend  funds  —  personal  or  cor- 
porate. The  Association  hastraditionally  — or 
at  least,  in  recent  years,  experienced  major 
expenditures  in  the  following  areas: 

Student  scholarships  —  within  the  last  year 
or  so,  this  support  has  increased  to  $400  an- 
nually and  is  generally  divided  between  two 
deserving  students. 

Faculty  study  grants  —  at  the  Fall  meeting 
of  the  Board,  it  was  decided  to  increase  this 
support  from  $400  to  $600.  These  grants  are 


used  by  members  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty 
in  pursuing  post-graduate  degrees. 

Student-Alumni  relations  —  the  annual 
senior  banquet  provides  the  Association  with 
an  opportunity  to  honor  the  graduating  class 
and  welcome  them  into  the  'alumni  family'.  It 
gives  us  an  opportunity  to  inform  the  seniors 
about  the  Association  and  its  objectives 
(which  are  not  all  fund-raising).  In  addition, 
we  have  distributed  the  Graduate  —a 
magazine  of  tips  and  advice  upon  leaving 
college.  This  year's  committee  is  being 
chaired  by  Luther  C.  Boliek  '59  of  Greenville, 
S.  C. 

Awards  —  One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
Association  year  is  the  selection  and  the 
recognition  of  the  Distinguished  Alumnus 
and  the  Distinguished  Service  recipients. 
These  selections  are  made  by  an  anonymous 
committee  named  by  the  president  and  are 
presented  tokens  which  are  symbolic  of  the 
awards. 

Other  traditional  expenses  include  Alumni 
Day  and  Homecoming  projects  and  chapter 
development  promotions.  The  latter  com- 
mittee is  being  headed  by  John  Fisher  '60  of 
Columbia,  S.  C.  and  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  along  with  the  meetings  being  held  by  the 
"active"  chapters,  reorganizational  meetings 
have  been  held  in  Atlanta,  Cabarrus  County, 
Charlotte,  and  Burlington  during  this  74-75 
year. 

OTHER  PROJECTS 

In  the  area  of  other  Association  projects, 
you  will  recall  that  last  year  you  were  asked  to 
participate  in  a  general  survey  that  might 
create  some  major  adjustments  in  our  Alumni 
and  Homecoming  Day  formats.  While  the 
response  to  this  survey  was  rather  modest, 
those  responding  indicated  a  strong  desire  to 
have  some  sort  of  general  merger  of  the 
Alumni  Day  and  Homecoming  activities. 
While  these  suggestions  will  not  affect  this 
year's  May  24th  activity,  president-elect  Jay 
Harbinson  '56  is  already  working  with  a  com- 
mittee to  make  Homecoming  75  on 
November  1  a  great  day  with  a  great  new  for- 
mat! Present  plans  are  to  maintain  some  sort 
of  "Special  Weekend"  during  commence- 
ment. Don't  forget  this  year's  Alumni 
Weekend  on  May  24  —  "An  L.R.C.  Bears'  Pic- 
nic." 

Hume  Collins  '58  is  heading  a  study  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  need  for  alumni  to 


"get  involved"  in  assisting  graduates  in  career 
counseling  and  placement.  While  the  field 
may  appearto  be  "wide  open,"  this  committee 
feels  that  it  is  important  that  such  assistance 
not  conflict  with  any  existing  program  or  ser- 
vice that  the  college  is  currently  providing. 
Other  areas  of  involvement  might  include 
plant  visitations  for  students  and  faculty; 
seminars  on  "How  to  Interview"  and/or  "How 
to  Get  a  Job";  part-time  job  opportunities;  or 
special  on-job  intern  programs.  One  "spin- 
off" of  the  committee's  work  that  has  been 
suggested  offers  opportunity  for  real  service 
by  alumni  in  certain  areas  with  very  little  effort 
—  to  provide  overnight  housing  to  seniors 
when  and  if  they  come  into  your  town  on  job 
interviews.  This  would  assist  the  young  man 
or  woman  economically  as  well  as  give  them  a 
chance  to  meet  some  of  the  finest  folk  in  the 
world  —  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni! 

With  such  a  great  background  in  education, 
Marcus  Smith  '52  of  Salisbury  is  certainly  a 
natural  to  head  another  new  committee  — 
continuing  education.  While  much  work 
remains  before  any  dramatic  changes  will  be 
seen,  it  does  appear  that  it  would  be  relatively 
simple  to  suggest  a  revised  starting  time  for 
certain  classes.  Classes,  for  example,  that 
might  have  appeal  to  the  business  or  teaching 
community  could  begin  30-45  minutes  earlier 
than  normal  to  give  alumni  an  opportunity  to 
"refresh." 

Seminars,  escorted  tours  —  particularly 
during  the  bicentennial  celebrations  into 
historical  setting  —  all  offer  grand  continuing 
educational  opportunities  for  our  alumni. 

Depending  upon  your  view,  we  think  this 
presents  a  pretty  accurate  summary  of  some 
of  the  things  your  Association  is  doing.  Cer- 
tainly, to  be  successful  in  these  projects  and 
to  man  the  fourteen  or  so  committees  re- 
quires many  volunteers,  many  man-hours, 
many  ideas!  Certainly,  there  is  room  for  more 
and  to  do  more  gives  opportunity  for  more  to 
be  involved!  This  month  you  received  your 
ballot  to  elect  your  new  officers  and  directors 
of  the  Association;  I  would  encourage  you  to 
return  that  ballot  today  (if  you  haven't 
already)  and  then  indicate  to  those  new  of- 
ficers that  you  are  ready  to  help  Lenoir  Rhyne 
through  your  Association!  After  all,  it's  your 
Association.

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The  Church 
in  Higher  Education 

On  April  13,  1975  many  Lutheran  churches  throughout  North  Carolina 
celebrated  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Sunday.  Using  bulletin  inserts,  college 
representatives  and  other  informative  sources,  many  Lutherans  in  the  Tarheel 
State  learned  more  about  the  purpose  of  the  Church  in  higher  education.  Some 
thoughts  on  that  topic  follow.  They  were  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
development  office. 


In  these  days  when  there  are  reminders  on 
every  hand  of  the  approaching  Bicentennial 
of  this  nation,  it  is  appropriate  to  recall  our 
distinctive  heritage  as  Lutherans.  From  the 
early  years  of  settlement  in  those  colonies 
that  became  these  United  States,  Lutheran 
fathers-in-the-faith  demonstrated  their  con- 
cern to  establish  and  sustain  two  social  agen- 
cies: the  church,  where  the  Gospel  might  be 
proclaimed  and  the  Sacraments  ad- 
ministered; and  the  school,  where  youth 
might  be  equipped  to  minister  to  the  neighbor 
through  a  variety  of  callings,  especially  those 
of  pastor  and  teacher. 

Immigrant  Lutherans  were  not  creating  a 
novel  association  when  they  related  church 
and  school.  Martin  Luther,  with  all  his  con- 
cern for  the  life  of  the  church,  was  fully  ap- 
preciative of  the  importance  of  education. 
Thus,  on  one  occasion  he  commented,  "If  I 
could  leave  the  preaching  office  and  my  other 
duties,  or  had  to  do  so,  there  is  no  other  office 
I  would  rather  have  than  that  of  schoolmaster 
or  teacher  of  boys;  for  I  know  that  next  to  that 
of  preaching,  this  is  the  best,  greatest,  and 
most  useful  office  there  is.  Indeed,  I  scarcely 
know  which  of  the  two  is  the  better." 

Since  1895  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  has  been 
officially  related  to  the  church.  These  eighty 
years  of  partnership  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  and  its  successor 
bodies  have  been  deeply  meaningful  to  the 
college.  God  has  richly  blessed  our  union. 
The  church's  interest  and  commitment  have 
provided  the  college  with  hundreds  of  fine 
young  men  and  women  as  students  and  with 
scores  of  pastors  and  laypersons  who,  in  their 
role  as  trustees,  have  given  generously  of 
time,  talent,  and  treasures  to  strengthen  the 
church's  college.  The  college  has  had  the 
happy  privilege  of  assisting  thousands  of 
young  men  and  women  to  develop  their  God- 
given  talents  so  that  they  might  live  lives  of 
useful  service  to  both  church  and  society. 

TODAY 

Today  finds  Lenoir. Rhyne  endowed  with 
the  commitment,  the  program,  the  personnel 
and  other  resources  to  continue  this  impor- 
tant service.  It  offers  a  variety  of  sound  liberal 
arts  studies,  in  addition  to  professional 
programs  for  the  preparation  of 
businessmen,  nurses,  coaches  and  public 
school  teachers  (including  specialized 


teachers  of  deaf  students).  It  has  assembled  a 
talented  faculty  of  96,  selected  not  only  for 
their  teaching  skills  but  for  their  commitment 
to  teach  in  a  Christian  atmosphere.  The  in- 
stitution is  also  blessed  with  an  attractive  100- 
acre  campus,  functional  facilities  and  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  Hickory  com- 
munity. 

The  enrollment  picture  is  shifting  gradually 
and  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  project.  The 
student  enrollment  last  fall  was  1 ,299,  or  fifty 
fewer  than  the  previous  year,  the  decline  con- 
sisting largely  of  day  students.  Since  1968, 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  enrollment  has  been  larger 
than  that  of  the  average  North  Carolina 
church-related  college,  but  this  year's  drop  in 
day-student  enrollment  is  likely  to  bring  us 
closer  to  the  state  average. 

The  pool  of  potential  college  students  is 
becoming  relatively  stable  in  size.  Those  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  that  project  con- 
tinuous growth  will,  in  effect,  seek  to  win  a 
larger  portion  of  the  limited  number  of 
students  available.  Since  even  those  in- 
stitutions like  Lenoir  Rhyne  that  do  notaspire 
to  bigness  would  nevertheless  like  to  retain 
their  present  enrollment,  the  competition  for 
students  grows  increasingly  keen. 

Not  unrelated  to  the  enrollment  picture  is 
the  amount  a  student  pays  to  attend  a  college 
or  university.  Casual  observers  sometimes 
assume  that  it  "costs"  much  more  to  educate 
a  student  in  a  church  college  than  it  does  in  a 
state  university.  Actually,  studies  have  shown 
that  there  is  no  significant  difference  in  what  it 
"costs"  to  educate  a  student  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
as  contrasted  with  one  of  our  state  univer- 
sities. The  "costs"  are  remarkably  similar;  the 
crucial  question  is,  who  pays?  At  Lenoir 
Rhyne  the  student  and  his  family  are  asked  to 
pay  from  70  to  75  per  cent  of  the  cost  if  they 
have  the  resources  to  do  so.  This  has  meant 
continuing  increases  in  tuition  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  as  at  other  private  colleges  and  a 
steady  expansion  of  student  financial  aid  for 
students  in  the  lower  and  middle  income 
groups.  (At  Lenoir  Rhyne,  student  aid  which 
totaled  $56,000  in  1963-64  had  grown  to 
$380,000  in  1973-74.) 

With  the  student  assuming  responsibility 
for  a  substantial  portion  of  the  cost  of  his 
educational  program,  the  remaining  25  to  30 
per  cent  is  provided  by  this  synod,  by  alumni, 
friends  and  businessmen  who  annually  con- 
tribute to  the  operating  costs  of  the  college. 
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On  the  other  hand,  when  a  young  North 
Carolinian  elects  to  enroll  in  one  of  our  state 
universities,  he  is  asked  to  provideonly  about 
30  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  his  educational 
program.  The  remainder  is  provided, 
irrespective  of  the  student's  need,  by  the  tax- 
payers of  North  Carolina. 


WHY? 

Since  many  families  find  it  difficult  to  pay 
the  costs  associated  with  a  church  college, 
would  it  not  be  better  for  the  church  to  give  up 
this  expensive  investment  in  educating 
youth?  Why  not  invite  the  state  to  take  over 
our  college  as  it  has  already  taken  over 
others?  Let  the  taxpayers  foot  the  bill!  After 
all,  government  has  a  basic  responsibility  to 
provide  educational  opportunities  for  its 
citizenry,  and  theonly  thing  really  essential  to 
the  life  of  the  church  is  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  administration  of  the 
Sacraments.  Questions  and  concerns  such  as 
these  appropriately  command  the  attention  of 
many  thoughtful  churchmen. 

Certainly  we  recognize  that  educating  the 
general  citizenry  is  basically  a  responsibility 
of  government.  It  has  been  one  of  the  distinc- 
tive features  of  education  in  the  United  States, 
however,  that  we  have  a  dual  system  of  higher 
education,  one  part  controlled  by  govern- 
ment and  one  part  privately-controlled.  This 
dual  system  not  only  provides  a  safeguard 
against  the  tyrannical  conversion  of  educa- 
tion into  a  propaganda  arm  of  the  government 
as  occurred  in  Nazi  Germany,  but  it  also  en- 
courages continuing  competition  between 
the  public  and  private  sectors  in  providing 
outstanding  educational  programs  and 
relating  more  effectively  to  the  needs  of  those 
who  desire  educational  services.  Many 
believe  such  competition  is  far  more  healthy 
than  having  all  educational  services  provided 
and  controlled  by  government.  It  also  has  the 
advantage  of  saving  taxpayers  tremendous 
sums  of  money  which  otherwise  would  have 
to  be  spent  on  educating  all  those  students 
currently  enrolled  in  private  colleges  and  un- 
iversities. 

As  Lutherans  we  certainly  understand  the 
essential  marks  of  the  church,  and  we  know 
that  sponsoring  a  college  is  not  one  of  them. 
Yet,  where  the  Gospel  is  truly-proclaimed  and 
the  Sacraments  are  rightly-administered,  a 
community  is  created  and  with  it,  a  demand 
for  Christian  nurture.  Babes  in  Christ  must  be 
assisted  to  gain  ever-deepening  understan- 
dings of  what  is  involved  in  Christian  dis- 
cipleship.  We  must  each  be  assisted  by  fellow 
Christians  to  see  the  implications  of  our  faith 
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for  the  life  we  are  called  upon  to  live. 
Preaching  has  a  nurturing  role,  but  the 
church  from  its  earliest  days  has  created 
schools  to  assist  with  this  important  task. 
Happily,  we  are  privileged  to  live  in  a  nation 
where  we  are  free  to  organize  and  maintain 
such  schools  as  seem  to  us  desirable  or 
necessary. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

But  does  the  church's  perennial  involve- 
ment in  education  mandate  the  maintenance 
of  a  college?  What  about  the  secondary  level? 
Would  not  any  rationale  calling  for  the  church 
to  support  a  college  also  call  for  the  creation 
of  parochial  schools?  In  most  communities 
the  public  schools  are  closely  related  to  com- 
munity interests  and  concerns.  Thus,  such 
schools  are  rarely  hostile,  at  least  in  any  con- 
scious way,  to  religious  values  espoused  by 
pupils  and  their  families.  But  public  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  do  not  usually 
identify  so  closely  with  local  interests  and 
concerns.  In  fact,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  out- 
right hostility  between  "town"  and  "gown". 

As  Lutherans  we  have  no  patience  with 
those  who  casually  condemn  great  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  as  "godless"  un- 
iversities simply  because  they  are  controlled 
by  the  government.  We  know  that  God  or- 
dains there  should  be  government  and  we 
know  many  blessings  come  to  us  and  our 
fellow  citizens  through  its  various  agencies 
including  its  universities.  We  are  also  thankful 
that  many  Christians  elect  to  fulfill  their  dis- 
cipleship  through  positions  in  government 
and  in  its  universities. 

However,  the  college  of  the  church  is 
significantly  different  from  the  public  univer- 
sity. The  fact  that  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  small  when 
its  enrollment  is  compared  with  that  of  a  un- 
iversity relates  to  the  fact  that  relationships  on 
the  campus  are  more  personal.  Visitors  often 
comment  on  the  "friendliness"  they  en- 
counter on  the  campus.  The  cynic  might  dis- 
miss such  an  observation  as  trival  or  irrele- 
vant to  the  purpose  of  an  institution  of  higher 
learning,  but  a  college  of  the  church  is  con- 
cerned about  persons.  It  is  that  concern 
which  provides  a  distinctive  atmosphere  in 
which  young  people  pursue  academic  studies 
and  increasing  maturity. 

This  distinctive  atmosphere  reminds  the 
student  that  God  is  his  source  of  all 
knowledge.  German  Theologian  Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer  deplored  what  he  called  a  "God  in 
the  gaps"  theology.  That  is,  what  we  can't  ex- 
plain about  life  we  assign  to  God,  but  the  rest 
we  ascribe  to  human  knowledge.  The  fallacy 
is  that  if  God  is  only  to  be  found  in  the  gaps  of 
our  knowledge,  then  as  the  gaps  grow  smaller 
so  does  our  concept  of  God.  God  is  not  in  the 
gaps  for  the  Christian  student;  He  permeates 
all  that  is  known  and  unknown. 

LEARNING  CAN  BE  USELESS 

The  student  also  studies  in  an  environment 
that  reminds  him  that  his  learning  can  be 
useless  or  even  dangerous  if  he  does  not 
know  how  to  use  it.  The  scientific  ac- 
complishments   of    institutions    of    higher 


education  read  like  a  Jules  Vern  fantasy  come 
true.  Brain  research  which  makes  it  possible 
to  change  human  intelligence;  manipulation 
of  the  genetic  code  to  determine  sex;  a  world 
food  supply  being  grown  on  the  ocean  floor; 
future  possibilities  of  freezing  diseased 
tissues  until  cures  can  be  found;  doming  en- 
tire cities;  and  establishing  colonies  on  other 
planets.  Is  it  wonderful?  Or  is  it  scarry?  That 
depends  upon  the  values  of  the  people  who 
are  doing  it.  John  Foster  Dulles  said  we  have 
produced  a  "generation  of  nuclear  giants  but 
ethical  infants."  The  Christian  college  is 
dedicated  to  educating  the  whole  person. 

Studying  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  also 
reassures  the  student  that  to  question  his 
faith  is  not  to  lose  it.  Tennyson  once  observ- 
ed, "There  is  more  faith  in  honest  doubt  than 
in  half  the  creeds."  The  church  college 
doesn't  view  doubt  as  a  threat  to  its  beliefs, 
but  understands  doubt  as  a  step  in  the 
development  of  the  mind  on  the  road  to  a 
mature  faith.  Asa  Polish  proverbadmonishes, 
"To  believe  with  certainty,  begin  by  doub- 
ting." 

The  distinctive  atmosphere  of  a  church 
college  also  reminds  the  student  that  the 
Christian  does  not  witness  in  a  vacuum.  A 
small  religious  body  once  advertised  that  its 
college  was  located  seven  miles  from  any 
known  form  of  sin.  If  you're  a  parent,  would 
you  like  to  be  able  to  send  your  son  or 
daughter  to  a  college  that  can  make  that 
claim?  Truthfully,  no  college  can  make  that 
claim  regardless  of  its  ideals.  As  a  Christian 
college,  Lenoir  Rhyne  cannot  and  does  not 
make  that  claim.  To  be  in  the  world  is  to  be 
part  of  the  total  experience  of  man  including 
decisions  and  behavior  which  are  evil.  What 
the  Christian  college  attempts  to  do  is  provide 
the  student  with  the  moral  and  intellectual 
tools  that  will  result  in  responsible  decision- 
making in  a  world  of  choices.  Christ  did  not 
establish  a  monastic  retreat  from  the  world 
but  a  daring  mission  into  it. 


THE  CHALLENGE 

The  challenge  of  Christian  higher  educa- 
tion, then,  is  not  to  provide  the  student  with  a 
neatly-packaged  goal  as  though  it  were  the 
final  arrival  point  of  destination  on  his  in- 
tellectual journey.  It  is  rather  to  provide  him 
with  a  manner  of  travelling,  all  the  time  realiz- 
ing he  is  accompanied  by  those  who  care  and 
by  Him  who  is  the  source  of  all  wisdom. 

But  the  really  critical  factor,  the  one  that 
makes  Lenoir  Rhyne  a  community  that  cares 
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about  persons,  is  the  fact  that  it  is  publicly 
proclaimed  and  acknowledged  to  be  a  college 
of  the  church.  On  the  seal  of  the  institution 
appears  this  Greek  inscription  from  St.  John: 
"The  truth  shall  make  you  free."  It  is  from  a 
discourse  of  Jesus  to  some  of  his  Jewish 
followers  who  were  shackled  by  prejudices. 
Through  its  seal,  Lenoir  Rhyne  speaks  to  us 
and  to  all:  "The  truth  shall  make  you  free":  free 
from  enslavement  to  a  natural  world  which 
alone  cannot  provide  the  full  answers  for 
which  we  search;  free  from  encapsulation  by 
our  own  emotions  which  alone  cannot 
provide  a  suitable  outlet  for  our  human  quest; 
free  from  dependence  on  meager  human 
endeavors  which  cannot  provide  us  with  an 
ultimate  meaning  to  life.  Through  this 
message,  Lenoir  Rhyne  also  testifies  that 
Christian  higher  education  is  not  afraid  to 
deal  with  the  world  as  it  is,  because  it  is 
assured  of  the  liberating  powerof  the  Gospel. 
Asa  result  of  this  declared  relationship  with 
the  church,  many  of  the  finest  young  people 
in  the  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  elect  Lenoir  Rhyne  to  be  their  college 
and  many  faculty  members  seek  positions  on 
the  teaching  staff.  They  are  "not  ashamed  of 
the  Gospel"  and  want  to  be  identified  with  this 
ministry  of  the  church  in  higher  education. 
And  the  promise  still  holds  that  "where twoor 
three  are  gathered  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them."  Surely  we  should  thank 
God  that,  in  these  days  when  our  society  so 
desperately  needs  leaders  who  possess  not 


only  ability  but  strong  commitment  to  Chris- 
tian values,  we  have  an  opportunity  to  help 
develop  such  leaders  through  the  college  of 
the  church. 


PARTNERSHIP 

The  Lutheran  partnership  in  this  mission  is 
significant  and  important.  Last  year,  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  invested  almost  $200,- 
000  in  Lenoir  Rhyne.  This  was  supplemented 
by  student  payments,  gifts  and  endowment 
income  to  provide  more  than  $4  million  for 
this  ministry  of  the  church.  Was  the  church's 
contribution  really  important  to  so  large  a 
financial  operation?  Were  the  five  barley 
loaves  and  two  fish  important  when  our  Lord 
fed  the  five  thousand?  Even  Satan  recognizes 
that  the  Son  of  God  has  power  to  transform 


stones  into  bread.  But  Christ  prefers  not  to 
work  that  way.  He  asks  that  we  commit  not 
only  ourselves  but  also  our  resources  to  Him. 
Modest  though  they  be,  those  resources  in 
His  hands  will  be  multiplied  intoa  blessing  for 
a  multitude. 

It  is  an  investment  which  helps  both  the 
college  and  the  church  as  they  work  hand  in 
hand.  Thomas  Greene  noted  "Education 
divorced  from  religion  is  doomed  to  sterility." 
Then  he  added:  "Religion  divorced  from 
education  is  doomed  to  superstition." 
Between  the  two  extremes  of  a  religious 
fanaticism  that  turns  its  back  on  the  world  and 
a  callous  intellectualism  that  pretends  there  is 
no  divine  source,  standsthechurch's  involve- 
ment in  higher  education  which  believes  the 
Christ  of  the  liturgy  cannot  be  separated  from 
the  Christ  of  the  laboratory. 

A  father  was  reading  a  novel  of  about  400 
pages  in  length.  He  reached  the  last  chapter 
only  to  discover  that  his  little  boy  had  torn  out 
the  last  couple  of  pages.  The  story  had  built  to 
a  crescendo,  but  he  would  not  know  how  it 
ended.  His  wife  tried  to  comfort  him  with  the 
witty  comment,  "Don't  worry,  dear.  Look  at  it 
this  way:  you  got  to  enjoy  the  first  398  pages." 
When  we  attempt  to  educate  people  without 
confronting  them  with  the  spiritual  dimension 
of  life,  we  have,  in  essence,  cut  out  part  of  the 
final  chapter  that  pulls  the  whole  drama  of  life 
together  and  gives  it  meaning.  That  is  why  the 
church  is  involved  in  the  higher  education 
enterprise.

ALUMNUS  MIA 
REMEMBERED 

Robin  F.  Gatwood,  Jr.,  a  1969  graduate  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  who  has  been  missing 
in  action  in  North  Vietnam  for  more  than  three 
years,    was    recently    remembered    in    the 
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Hickory  area  with  a  Robin  F.  Gatwood  Day 
and  the  circulation  of  a  petition  asking  for  in- 
formation about  him. 

A   pilot   in   the   United   states  Air  Force, 
Gatwood  was  shot  down  over  North  Vietnam 
in  April  of  1972.  No  word  of  his  whereabouts 
has  been  received  since  that 
time. 

The  Hickory  Jaycees  spon- 
sored the  remembrance  of 
Gatwood  with  a  day  of  special 
events  in  his  honor.  Their 
petitions  were  widely  cir- 
culated and  will  be  sent  to  the 
governments  of  both  the  Un- 
ited States  and  North  Vietnam. 

Gatwood's  father  is  a  long- 
time Lenoir  Rhyne  professor 
who  serves  the  college  now  as 
a  teacher  and  its  coordinator 
of  educational  communications.

The  Rev.  Ralph  J.  Wallace,  '58  pastor  of 
Macedonia  Lutheran  Church  in  Burlington, 
has  been  selected  as  the  Lutheran  voice  for 
the  1975  series  of  the  Protestant  Hour,  the 
multi-denominational  radio  program  in  its 
30th  year.

Pastor  Wallace,  39,  a  native     wauace  '58 
of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  follows 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Edmund  A.  Stei- 
mle  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York  City,  as  the  Lutheran  voice.  Dr.  Steimle 
announced  his  retirement  from  radio  last  year 
after  20  consecutive  years  of  service  on  the 
Lutheran  series  of  the  Protestant  Hour. 

Pastor  Wallace  received  the  master  of 
divinity  degree  from  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary,  Columbia,  S.  C,  in  1961 . 
He  was  ordained  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
of  LCA  in  June,  1961 ,  and  served  parishes  in 
Wilson,  Hamlet  and  Lincolnton  before  mov- 
ing to  his  present  pastorate  in  Burlington  in 
June,  1972. 

For  the  past  five  years  he  has  had  a  regular 
Sunday  radio  program,  first  on  Station 
WLON,  Lincolnton,  and  now  on  Station 
WBAG,  Burlington.

L.C.A.  LECTURES 
HELD  AT  LR 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  America's 
Bicentenary  Series  of  The  Knubel-Miller- 
Greever  Lectures  was  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  on  April  16.  According  to  college  of- 
ficials, Lenoir  Rhyne  was  the  only  site  in  the 
Southeast  for  the  lectures. 

Named  in  honor  of  the  first  president, 
treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  of  America,  the  Knubel- 
Miller-Greever  Lectures  have  been  a  source 
of  continuing  education  for  Christians 
throughout  North  America  since  the  mid- 
19405.  This  year,  in  recognition  of  the  United 
States'  observance  of  its  200th  anniversary, 
the  LCA  is  presenting  a  special  bicentenary 
series  of  the  lectures. 

The  theme  for  the  1975  Knubel-Miller- 
Greever  Lectures  is  "Religion  and  the  Dilem- 
mas of  Nationhood."  The  series  reflects  the 
LCA's  concern  for  critical  issues  facing 
church,  society  and  nation  as  the  United 
States  approaches  its  bicentennial. 

Sponsored  by  the  LCA's  Division  for 
Professional  Leadership,  the  1975  Knubel- 
Miller-Greever  Lectures  are  being  delivered 
by  nine  lecturers,  speaking  in  pairs,  at  nine 
different  locations.  The  sites  for  the  lectures 
were  chosen  because  of  their  relationship  to 
continuing  education  programs  for  the 
clergy,  potential  interest  for  the  laity,  and/or 
their  own  anniversary  significance  within  the 
church. 

Appearing  on  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  program  was  Dr. 
Richard  Marius,  a  professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee,  and  Dr.  Franklin 
Sherman,  a  professor  of 
Christian  ethics  and  director 
of  graduate  studies  at  the 
Lutheran  School  of  Theology 
at  Chicago. 

A    professor    at    UT    since 
1964,  Dr.  Marius  is  a  highly- 
regarded  teacher  and  author. 
His  first  novel,  The  Coming  of 
Rain,  was  published  by  Knopf  in  1969.  His 
latest  work,  a  critical  biography  of  Martin 
Luther,  was  recently  published  by  J.  B.  Lipin- 
cott. 

Dr.  Marius  is  a  native  of  Martel,  Tenn.,  and 
attended  public  schools  in  his  native  state. 
Following  his  undergraduate  studies  at  UT, 
he  earned  a  degree  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  a 
masters  and  doctorate  at  Yale  University. 

Dr.  Sherman  has  taught  at  the  Lutheran 
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School  of  Theology  at  Chicago  since  1966. 
He  is  a  prolific  author  and  has  traveled  and 
lectured  widely  in  Europe.  His  recent 
publications  include  an  essay 
in  the  volume  Speaking  of  God 
Today:  Jews  and  Lutherans  in 
Conversation  and  a  pamplet 
entitled  "The  Problem  of 
Abortion:  After  the  Supreme 
Court  Decision." 

Born  in  New  York  City,  Dr. 
Sherman  recieved  his  public  j 
education    in    Allentown,   Pa. 
He  earned  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  Muhlenberg  College,  a 
master     of     divinity     from 
Chicago    Lutheran    Seminary 
and    a    doctorate    from    the    University    of 
Chicago.  In  1961  Oxford  University  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  M.  A.  (Oxon).

ACE  FELLOWSHIP 

Grant  T.  Hammond,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College's  associate  academic  dean,  has  been 
awarded  a  fellowship  in  academic  administra- 
tion by  the  American  Council  on  Education, 
according  to  officials  of  the  college.  His 
selection  as  an  ACE  fellow  was  officially  an- 
nounced in  "Higher  Education  and  National 
Affairs,"  an  ACE  publication.

As   an    ACE    fellow,    Ham- 
mond will  relinquish  most  of 
his  current  duties  to  devote  his  ;: 
full    attention    to   training    in  "" 
academic  administration.  For      Hammond 
the  period  of  his  fellowship  he 
will  work  closely  with  Lenoir  Rhyne  president 
Dr.  Raymond  M.  Bost  and  dean  of  the  college 
Dr.  James  M.  Unglaube,  his  co-mentors  for 
the  ACE  program. 
While  an  ACE  fellow,  Hammond  will  also  at- 
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tend  three  six-day  seminars  on  academic  ad- 
ministration, visit  a  number  of  other  in- 
stitutions and  host  ACE  officials  on  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  campus.  In  addition,  he  will  be 
required  to  write  an  analytical  paper  on  a 
significant  aspect  of  academic  administration 
and  do  extensive  reading  on  higher  education 
topics. 

The  ACE  program  in  academic  administra- 
tion is  entering  its  11th  year  with  ap- 
proximately 40  people  having  participated  in 
it  each  year.  The  fellows  are  nominated  by 
ACE  member  institutions  and  selected  after 
intensive  screening  by  the  Council. 

Requirements  for  receiving  an  ACE 
fellowship  include  three  years  of  college 
teaching  experience,  a  terminal  degree  in  the 
candidate's  discipline,  a  definite  interest  in 
academic  administration  and  a  record  of  ac- 
complishment indicative  of  substantial 
potential  in  that  field. 

Hammond  will  receive  a  doctor  of 
philosophy  degree  in  international  relations 
from  Johns  Hopkins  University  this  May.  He 
earned  an  undergraduate  degree  at  Harvard 
University. 

An  active  faculty  member  at  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
Hammond  was  instrumental  in  the  recent 
development  of  a  political  science  major  at 
the  college.  He  is  also  a  captain  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  Reserve  and  president  of  the  Catawba 
Valley  Unitarian  Fellowship.  He  and  his  wife, 
Caroline,  reside  in  Hickory. 

The  ACE  program  in  academic  administra- 
tion has  been  very  successful  with  more  than 
30  graduates  of  the  program  now  serving  as 
college  presidents.  Another  96  are  chief  or 
associate  chief  academic  officers  or  deans, 
while  many  more  are  in  other  high  positions 
of  academic  administration.
